If various Chambers of C o rn - 
merce and other civic clubs, as

Under the legislation a biparti­ 
san 15-member Presidential Com­ 
mission. including eight members 
from the Senate and House, will be 
set up to make an inventory of all 
land and w ater areas in the nation 
usable for recreation. The inven­ 
tory will be by states and regions, 
and private as well as public land 
will be included in the survey T V 
deadline for the commission’s re­ 
port is Sept. I,

We have compiled some interest­ 
ing figures on the nation’s need, 
and, although statistics are usually 
dry reading, bear with us and you 
will readily recognize that, if en­ 
ough hard work is done, there is 
a nexcellent chance that the Cur- 
’ rent • Eleven Points area will be 
selected by the President’* Com- 
; mission. 
Our National Park Service sys­ 
tem was designed to handle 25 mil­ 
lion visitors a year. Last year 59 
.million visited our national parks; 
this year millions more will be 
swarming around and the system 
figures that 80 million people will 
be jamming into the parks by 1966 
The United States Forest Service 
had six million visitors in 1926. 
In 1956 the total of visitors w a s 
nearly 53 million, and the sendee 
estimates that the increase in the 
number of visitors between 1926 
and 1968 will be close to 1.400 per 
cent. 
In 1946 tit# state parks chalked 
up 92 million visits. In 1957 t h e 
state parks recorded 218 million 
visits. Missouri state parks alone 
registered more than three million 
visitors. 
The Army engineer recreation 
areas reported 16 million visitors 
in 1950. They reported 80 million 
visitors in 1957. 
The facilities o f t h e national 
parks and national forests are al­ 
ready strained to t h e breaking 
point and the Congressional Quar­ 
terly flatly states that the concern 
of all who know the facts Is that 
"as a nation, we are rum.ing out 
of adequate outdoor recreational 
areas to play in.” Both the quan­ 
tity and quality of outdoor recrea­ 
tion resources and opportunities 
are in a steady and alarm ing de­ 
crease, the House Interior and In­ 
sular Affairs Committee reported 
earlier this year. 
The Missouri Development a n d 
Resources Division has previously 
prepared a survey and brochure 
of the possibilities of the Current • 
Eleven Points area. That is as far 
as they can go. They have neither 
authority nor money to do more 
than that. But the groundwork has 
been laid. 
The Presidential commission will 
make a survey and then make its 
report prior to Sept. I, 1961. N o 
doubt, this report will contain rec­ 
ommendations. The Congress real­ 
izes that our present national parks 
and other national facilities a r e 
badly overcrowded and new areas 
of recreation are an absolute nec-

Tips From Tho Touchers 


Who should know the most about 
good driving practices? 
Why, naturally, college teachers 
cf driver education, and high 
school driver training instructors.

This beaver and his brothers are 
in Missouri i n greater numbers 
than ever before — here for the 
trapping. But there are fewer trap­ 
pers trying to get him. Trying to 
outsm art him and his fellow fur­ 
bearers with a trap-set provides a 
test for the outdoorsman’s nature 
lore and ran provide him g r e a t 
sport. 
This is one outdoor sport that is 
becoming less crowded each year. 
In fact, you had to search over an 
average of 22 square miles of Mis­ 
souri ln«t trapping season to find 
one trapper. Sounds lonesome, but 
trappers like it that way. 
Twenty years ago trapping was 
really crowded with an estim ated 
average of one trapper to about 2 
square miles. Competition w a s 
fierce. There were over 1.200 li­ 
censed fur buyers in Missouri, all 
competing for the trapper’s catch 
back in 1998. Last year only 134 
fur buyers had the state all to 
themselves. Just a dozen years ago 
the sale of raw pelts was worth a 
million dollars to Missouri trap­ 
pers. Last year the fur harvest 
brought only $218.000. 
What’s wrong? Are we running 
out of wild furbearing animals? No 
sir. F ar from it! Most species are 
as available as a quarter of a cen­ 
tury' ago and some, like raccoon 
and beaver, are more abundant 
than they ever were. T h e b i g 
thing we are running out of is a 
good wild fur market. Since ranch 
raised fur. almost entirely mink, 
began taking over the m arket in 
the late 1940’s, nobody has wanted 
much of any fur except beautiful 
pastel shades of ranch mink. 
The result has been a drastic 
reduction in prices for all wild fur. 
Top grade beaver used to bring $40 
a pelt, now you do well to get $5 
of $6. Raccoon brought as much 
as $15 to $18 after World War I, 
but $1 will buy as good today. A 
dozen years ago. the best wild 
mink pelts sold for $35. I .ast sea­ 
son $12 to $15 was tops. 
Wild mink still sell higher than 
pelts of any other of Missouri’s 
dozen fur-bearing animals, averag­ 
ing $10 50 for all sizes and grades 
la i season 
Nevertheless, w i l d 


mink are less in demand than ever 
before. 
In 1946 there were 724,001) wild 
mink harvested and sold in the Un­ 
ited States — the all-time record 
for wild mink pelts during the last 
25 years. Even this record y e a r 
was topped by ranch mink w’ith !.- 
196.169 pelts produced on U. S. 
ranches. Eleven years later, less 
than half as many wdld mink pelts, 
349.000. found a market. Yet ranch 
mink produced a whopping 4.000.- 
000. more than ten times the de­ 
mand for wild mink. With this sort 
of formidable competition f r o m 
well organized and well advertised 
mink ranchers, it is little wonder 
that natural colored wild mink go 
begging in the m arket place today. 


Some 
furriers 
are 
trying 
to 
change this; hoping to at l e a s t 
partly restore some of the great 
popularity once enjoyed by our 
many kinds of native wild fur. 
They hope to reintroduce fur like 
fox. badger, m uskrat, beaver and 
raccoon that many young women 
today have never even been. These 
furriers believe the demand f o r 
mink may be reaching a saturation 
point and that more diversification 
in fur garm ents would be g o o d 
business tor Hie fur Industry. 


In addition to this hopeful out­ 
look for the trapper, a completely 
new body-gtip trap has b*en devel­ 
oped and is on the market this 
year. It has been thoroughly test­ 
ed by expert trappers. It is said 
to be particularly successful o n 
m uskrat, mink. skunk, opossum, 
and anim als of similar size. 


It is made of spring steel rod, 
small and light weight, inexpen­ 
sive and kills quickly an i humane­ 
ly without damaging thi pelt. The 
body-grip design of the jaws have 
a nopen ing 4 4 x 9 4 inches and pro­ 
vides for either baited or blind 
sets. Trappers 
are looking for­ 
ward to trying out this new kind 
of trap like a fisherman trying out 
a new kind of reel.
